Robertson was seen to be lying on 
the ice, unable to rise. Dr. Robert 
Woods was called and he was re- 
moved to his home but shortly after 
went into convulsions and wes 
ordered to be removed to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital in Edmonton. 

McNeill’s ambulance arrived from 
Edmonton at 2am. and he was 
brought to the city where Dr. T. 
H. Prust attended him, He died at 
about 7 a.m.

Aftermath Of Dysentery 
Epidemic Costing 40 Lives 


Among Fair Visitors 


CHICAGO, March 7-—An _ out- 
break of amoebic dysentery that 
cost more than 40 lives among 


world’s fair visitors last summer, 
yesterday resulted in a suit for 
$600,000 damages against the Con- 
gress hotel, of Chicago, and Dr. 
Herman Bundesen, president of the 
board of health. 

The suits filed by Dr. Clarence 
Boren and his wife, Gertrude, of 
Marinette, Wis, stated both plain- 
tiffs contracted the severe intestinal 
infection while guests at the hotel 
during the fair, and accused Dr. 
Bundesen of negligence and con- 
spiracy with the hotel. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein of the Amer- 
ican Medica! Society said more than 
40 deaths occurred from the out- 
break and that 740 cases were trac- 
ed to Chicago hotels

“WHERE THERE IS A WILL” 

London reports that Britain’s industrial re- 
covery still “swings ahead.” The pace slowed 
down toward the end of the year, but figures 
for February show more people employed in 
all parts of the country, while all classes of 
industry show improvement over a year ago. 

Increase in foreign trade brought about by 
a shift of monetary policy, explains the indus- 
trial recovery in Britain. Canada could gain 
the same results by the same means. 

To say there are no foreign markets open 
to us is only to say we have closed them against 
ourselves by a tariff policy both prohibitive and 
offensive. Britain’s outlook two years ago for 
selling manufactured goods in tariff-walled 
markets was as black as the prospect is now for 
selling Canadian farm and other products 
abroad. 

By negotiating trade agreements and telling 
the world to set its own value on the pound 
sterling, Britain won its way back into markets 
from which it had been barred. Canada can do | 
the same whenever its parliament decides to 
tear down the barriers it has built against trade 
and invite other peoples to exchange their pro- 
ducts for ours.

A government bonus of five cents a bushel | 
would not go far to off-set the consequences if | 
farmers generally took this advice and produced 
a crop large enough to break the domestic 
market for coarse grains. 


THE ONE WAY OUT 

The slum clearance committee of Montreal 
wired Premier Bennett that it can profitably 
use $50,000,000 in pulling down 20,000 slum 
dwellings in that city and replacing these with | 
sanitary houses and apartments. 

The committee want the Dominion and the 
province of Quebec to guarantee the bonds, and 
thus make the money obtainable interest | 
rates which would put the scheme on a prac- 
ticable footing.

It is time for a recasting of the objectives 
and methods of public policy. A wider distribu- 
tion of the fruits of super-production; assurance 
to every industrious person of the opportunity 
to earn a living at all times; protection against 
want in old age; these are ideals to which the 
powers of government will have to be directed. 

And for their accomplishment there will 
have to come about a drastic revision of our 
major policies in finance and trade; to the end 
that there may be a fair and constant distribu- 
tion of buying power among all those who are 
Willing to do their share of the nation’s work.

A reader sends in a clipping from this paper 
telling how a Chicago widow at Seattle went 
out of her mind under a persecution mania. 
After burning $15,000 in paper currency, she 
attempted suicide. He wants to know who gets 
the bene§t of the burning, or whether the bills 
will be replaced. 

The person or institution 
that benefits by the burning 
of the bills is the maker of 
the bills who will be relieved 
of the obligation to redeem— 
in this case the bank or banks 
that originally issued them. 

An ex-banker among my 
acquaintance says the banks 
are substantial beneficiaries 
through the destruction of 
their notes in fires, ship- 
wrecks and other destructive accidents. Un- 
claimed balances of missing depositors are un- 
der discussion in Parliament. Some members 
want them to become part of the Consolidated 
revenues of Canada. When bankbills are de- 
stroyed in fires, or lost at sea or otherwise, the 
loser or his heirs has no means of receiving 
compensation. The issuing bank is the gainer. 

After the proposed Bank of Canada has been 
in business for twelve years, it will have com- 
pleted taking over the note issues of the banks. 
After that time the state will be the gainer by 
the accidental destruction of its notes.

Some months ago the story was told in this 
column of Victor Ross, vice-president of Im- 
perial Oi] Company, who amid general regrets 
passed away last week at the relatively early 
age of 56. He had been forced out of newspaper 
work into fortune by what seemed like a piece 
of ingratitude and bad Juck. “Vic” told me 
how, week after a stay in hospital following 
an auto smash, with his house sold over his 
head and his watch in pawn, as a last resort he 
sent a wire to Mr. Teagle, president of Standard 
Oil of New Jersey, which led to him becoming 
assistant to the president, and finally vice-pres- 
ident of Imperial Oil. 

Another chap whom seeming misfortune has 
kicked into a happy and congenial career is R. 
S. Twining, managing director of the Gordon 
Head Canning Company and head of a canning 
factory that preserves loganberries and other 
fruits for the Canadian and British markets. 

When he steps out of his lovely home at 
Gordon Head of a morning and gazes over the 
Gulf of Georgia to where Mount Baker raises 
his snowy bosom, or wanders through acres of 
daffodil blooms, I wonder if he ever gives 
thanks to that bandit who twelve years ago 
bashed him over the head with the butt end of 
a revolver, as he sat at his desk in an Edmon- 
ton bank. The blow knocked Mr. Twining out. 
It figurately knocked him out of the banking 
business and into the daffodil fields and berry 
vineyards of Gordon Head on Vancouver Island. 

If there are any bandits who could do a job 
like that on me, my address at present is Room 
425, Macdonald Hotel, Edmonton. 


His health broken by the assault, Mr. Twin- 
ing took his retirement and bought six acres at 
Gordon Head. He found his neighbor's place 
ablaze with daffodils in spring, so he gave up 
his cows and chickens and berry rows to grow 
more and bigger daffodils than ever inspired 
Wordsworth’s poem, The ex-bank manager be- 
came a daffodil grower with as many as half 
a million blooms nodding their heads before 
being cut and packed in the coast spring, to 
lighten the back-end of winter in prairie towns 
and cities. 

Banking and commercial training often help 
the man on the land. When in 1931 the logan- 
berry growers of Gordon Head found they had 
far too many berries for the housewives and 
the local winery to handle, and were getting 
ready to tear out their vines, Mr. Twining saw 
the possibility of working up markets for logan- 
berries packed in cans. He rented a small can- 
nery and put up 4000 cases. The trade liked 
them and paid fair prices for them. Repeat 
orders were given and with a 
opening out, Mr. Twining organized the Gor- 
don Head Canning Company. It is one of the 
few businesses that were started in the depres- 
sion years. It has proved a success for its pro- 
moters and a godsend for the Gordon Head 
berry growers. Last year (the second in its. 
history) the company packed 15,000 cases of 
berries, of which 9000 cases went Great 
Britain.

Some Symptoms 
Of Nephritis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


After inflammatory changes begin in the 
kidney, this organ will start-to lose its delicate, 
accurate power of selecting poisons and will 
then begin to do its work backwards. It will 
throw out albumen which should be kept in the 
body and will keep in water 
and wastes such as urea, 
which should be thrown out. 

The retained water may 
appear as dropsy or edema; 
at first it appears as a slight 
puffiness or swelling under 
the skin which may affect the 
feet and ankles or may show 
as a puffiness under the 
eyes. At the start, the swell- 
ing may come on only toward 
night; later it may become

more noticeable and the skin over the swollen 
area is stretched tight, has a pale glossy look, 
and if pressed with the fingers, a pit will re- 


main. The amount of dropsy which occurs 
varies with different.forms of nephritis and, in 
fact, it may be absent altogether. 

Some of the general symptoms of nephritis 
which may be noted are: Indigestion, dizziness, 
headache, rapid pounding of the heart, a sallow, 
muddy complexion, a feeling of weakness, and 
a gradual loss of the ability to see well. The 
patient may undergo an intense itching of the 
skin. 

One of the changes found when the liquid 
waste from the kidneys of a patient with neph- 
ritis is tested by urinalysis is the presence of 
albumin, often in excessive amounts; which 
means that the kidney no longer filters prop- 
erly and instead of holding the albumin back, 
allows it to pass through. However, since al- 
bumin may be found in many other conditions, 
it’s mere presence does not always prove that 
nephritis is the cause. 

Suppose you have nephritis and your doctor 
has had you submit a sample for a urinalysis 
test. You receive the report on your urinalysis, 
you probably sit down in a quiet spot and try 
to figure out what it means. You may notice 
that the report mentions albumin and that this 
has been checked in red ink. It was checked 
in this way to tell your doctor that here is 
something important: about your case for him 
to watch carefully. You may notice that the 
report mentions casts and here again the red 
ink is used. The presence of casts is likewise 
important because they indicate some irritation, 
congestion, or inflammation of the kidneys. In 
large amounts, hyaline casts are a strong indi- 
cation of advanced nephritis. Other casts which 
may be noted are: Granular, waxy, epithelial, 
and fatty casts. 

Urea may be found in too small an amount, 
meaning that the kidney is not doing its full 
work in throwing this substance out of the 
body. The same may be true of u ric acid. The 
specific gravity may be too low, falling to be- 
tween 1.003 and 1.008, which in itself is a sign 
of chronic kidney disease. The total amount of 
liquod waste from the kidneys may be scanty, 
increased or stopped, depending upon what 
type of nephritis is present and what stage it 
has reached. 

I hope that the above information will help 
you in finding out what your urinalysis means 
If the report shows too much albumin, or too 
many casts, I strongly advise that you begin a 
treatment which will prove helpful; then go 
back and have the urinalysis made over at 
regular intervals, say every month or so, and 
very often you will find that considerable im- 
provement has taken place 

Once of the serious forms of Bright's disease 
has associated with it high blood pressure 
However, as the treatment for Bright’s disease 
and high blood pressure is practically the same, 
the patient may expect a cure from both dis- 
orders, providing proper treatment is started 
scon enough.

QESTION: Miss Y. Tujunga, Calif., writes: 
“T have a craving lately for oily foods. Would 
it be all right for me to use the avocado?” 

ANSWER: The avocado is a tropical fruit 
which is becoming very popular in the United 
States due to its delicious flavor. The fruit is 
just right for eating when the flesh yields from 
a gentle pressure of the fingers and the pulp 
presents a consistency very much like that of 
butter. It is rich in vegetable oil, containing 
from about 10 per cent to 30 per cent, besides a 
considerable amount of protein and organic 
minerals. If you have a special craving for cily 
foods, I suggest that you use the avocado with 
your meals, This food combines well with any 
others and adds a pleasing variety to salads 
and may be used as a filling for sandwiches. 
One of the simplest but best ways to use the 
acocado is to cut it lengthwise and serve a half 
portion to each person.

A Day in Canadian History 


THE LIRTHDAY OF HULL, 
QUEBEC 

On this date, in 1800 there was 
founded on the north side of the 
Ottawa River, just below the rag- 
ing waters of the Chaudiere a 
town, which at one time over- 
shadowed in importance the now 
greater city on the south shore 
It was on March 7, 1800 that a 
little band of Loyalists headed by 
| Philemon Wright cut down the 
| first trees and had the first ‘am- 
ily meal in what was to become 
| a great industrial centre, labelled 
| by some wag “the match box of 
the Dominion,” since it was for 
years the greatest centre of 
| match making in Canada, 

Philemon Wright was a native 
of Woburn, near Boston. He had 
heard of the chances of enterpris- 
ing men in Canada and he came 
north first in 1796 to “spy out the 
land.” He reached Montreal, 
heard good reports of the country 
on the Grand River (as the Otta- 
| wa was then called). He made 
a trip up there; he looked around; 
he came back two. successive 
summers; he liked the country 
and in 1799 he brought with him 
two men from Woburn. They 
also wer~ impressed; the trio went 
home, told their story and a good- 
ly company was soon organized 
to come north. In January, 1800 
| the party left Woburn, 25 families 
with everything required for 
making new homes in the wild- 
erness, mill irons, agricultural 
implements, household effects and 


provisions. They travelled the 
whole distance with thejr teams, 
sleighs and loads to Montreal,

in clearing and cultivating the 
land and have provided them- 
selves with good houses. Their 
labors have been crowned with 
sucecss and the face of the coun- 
try shows their industry.” 

Philemon Wright lived until 
1839, founding a famiiy of dis- 
tinction and valor, the men noted 
for their courage, the women for 
their works of mercy

DISGUSTED WIFE, 
Edmonton, 
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Central Bank Mysteries 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


We shall have to go to some land beyond the skies in order to 
find another banking system like that of Canada. The Canadian 
banks have been given a practical monopoly of savings deposits, 
of commercial deposits, and of the issuance of bank notes in the 
sizes most largely used in ordinary business. Also they have had 
power to lend money to the Dominion, to the provinces, and to 
the municipalities. 


Under this beneficent system an acute shortage of currency 
and credit has existed in trade circles for some time. The daily 
loss to the nation from drastically reduced commercial and con- 
struction undertakings runs into staggering figures. 


In addition there is the irrecoverable national loss borne 
daily by the nation in respect to the serious breakdown of wage 
scales and salary standards. This may be calculated oh an ap- 
proximately correct basis, as follows: Eight hundred thousand in- 
dividuals unemployed at two dollars per day—-the national loss 
thereby aggregating one million six hundred thousand dollars per 
day; and two million five hundred thousand persons whose wages 
and salaries have been cut by an average of two dollars per day, 
or whose natural products have fallen in price by a percentage 
sufficient to equal two dollars per day throughout the year—the 
national loss thereby aggregating five million dollars per day. 


These two daily amounts make an aggregate of six million six 
hundred thousand dollars per day of a direct irrecoverable na- 
tional loss. Striking out the six hundred thousand dollars, as a 
protection against over-stating the loss, and fixing the number of 
working days in the year at 240, there will be a yearly national 
loss of one billion four hundred and forty million dollars. 


After lengthy consideration the Dominion Government comes 
forward with a Central Bank plan; to be owned by a private 
company with a capital of five million dollars; to be given redis- 
count functions in connection with the chartered banks; and to 
be given power to issue paper currency up to a maximum based 
on the gold holdings of the Central Bank. 


As a remedy against the existing depression, this Central 
Bank will be almost as useful as a baby’s rattle would be to drive 
off an aerial bombing attack. 


There is immediate need of a working currency fund of not 
less than two billion dollars to bring back a completely normal 
measure of employment and thereby to restore commodity prices 
and real estate value. 


The credit of the nation is fully equal to the par support of 
this amount; and the working assets of the nation are adequate 
in value and sufficiently diversified to put the whole amount to 
work not only without risk of loss, but with an absolute certainty 
that the present unemployment loss of six million dollars per 
day will be wiped out. Instead of national loss there will be na- 
tional profit; and there will be work at adequate wages for every 


individual worker. 


Fear of loss cannot be invoked as a factor of caution, because 
the six million dollar loss is going on day by day: Only an ade- 
quate money supply to finance employment, production and in- 
dustry will stop it. 


The immediate obligation upon the Federal Government is 
to provide the money (making sinking fund provision for retire- 
ment), thereby end the depression, and thereafter decide what 
kind of a Central Bank is needed. It could all be done at the 
present session, because guarantee of an adequate currency sup- 
ply will end the depression within thirty days. Everybody, in- 
cluding especially the banks, the farmers and the railways, would 
be back in the money again; and insurance companies and loan 
companies would have assets with immediate real values instead 


of potential values.

CURB SELF-EXPRESSION 
The motives behind behavior 

should be the concern of all par- 
ents of growing boys and girls. 

Olive Roberts Barton tells about 
these motives in another of her 
illumingating articles on modern 
Child Training. 

There are several things to keep 
in mind concerning the growing 
boy or girl. The masculine is used 
most frequently in these articles for 
reasons of convenience but with 
some small differences “she” con- 
forms largely to the same pattern.

THE MAL-ADJUSTED CHILD 

There is in every child this un- 
conscious conflict between the two, 
but in some children it is more ap- 
parent. The completely mal-ad- 
justed child is one of the greatest 
clinic problems today. It means 
that he cannot accept his particular 
environment and shows it in un- 
usual behavior, 

Another thing that older people 
forget, if they have ever thought 
about it at all, is that childhood 
is the time without perfect “values.” 
There is little tolerance, for inst- 
ance, Tolerance comes with years 
of practice. Therefore patience, the 
child of tolerance, will not be one 
of his strong points. 

Reason and judgment do not 
blossom overnight, either. We go 
to our graves with this very thing 
still wanting perfection in us.

Anger flares quickly, 
often over very little, and chooses 
ways to liberate itself that antag- 
onize others instantly, The anger 
habit grows. This in itself is a 
problem. It should slow down 
rather than increase if conditions 
are right, but it is fathered by deep- 
lying causes, and sometimes they 
art difficult to fathom 

Curiosity consumes him too, 
manner of what we call bad con- 
duct must be laid to its door. 

One could go on almost indefi- 
nitely, The motives behind behay- 
ior are not only interesting but im- 
portant, If a mother might realize 
that her strenuous boy cannot be 
weighed in standard scales and 
judged impartially, it would be bete 
ter, But it is highly desirable for 
fathers to think about, too, because 
fathers so often jump to conclu- 
sions, . 

Fear of punishment may curb 
the child's too liberal “expression 
of self,” and discipline must play 
its part, But fear is like a grub 
at the root of a plant. It stops 
growth and kills the good with the 
bad. A good healthy fear com- 
bined with respect of the law is 
not destructive, but some fear is 
worse than anger in its destruc- 
tion of mental and physical tissue. 
An understanding parent will not 
attempt to substitute a poison for 
an antidote,

MOISTURE CONTENT 

In speaking to his motion, Mr. 
Dechene pointed out that under the 
existing regulations and the meth- 
ods provided for to determine the 
moisture content of wheat, a large 
percentage of the best wheat 
brought to market, more particul- 
arly in the central and northern 
parts of the province, was graded 
tough. 

He also stressed emphatically the 
point that on account of this grad- 
ing, farmers of the province were 
losing, in certain seasons, as much 
as five cents a bushel. Existing 
regulations, he said, did not provide 
for a scaling of the penalty impos- 
ed, which was the same whether 
the wheat showed a moisture con- 
tent of 14.5 or 17 per cent, which 
was “manifestly unjust.” 

“While the regulations forbid the 
mixing of grades for export wheat,” 
he said, “it does appear that the 
regulations prevent the mixing of 
the same grade of wheat, consisting 
of absolutely dry and slightly tough 
wheat, with the result that the 
farmers appear to be the only ones 
| to pay the penalty for wheat show- 
ing only a small content of mois- 
| ture above 14.5. 

“IT believe it was my duty to place 


he declared. “Specially so in view 
of the fact that the house is large- 
ly composed of farmers. When 
prices are low anything affecting 
our basic industry of agriculture 
must engage our earnest attention. 
In the central and northern sections 
of our province this situation has 
developed as our winters have 
changed.” 


TESTER OBSOLETE 

He attacked the testing machine 
used by grain graders, contending 
that development of this contriv- 
ance had not kept pace with the 
general advance of mechanics.

1," he said. “Surely there were not

A HAZARD DEFINED 


Hazards in golf have probably 
been the cause of more heartburn- 
ings and arguments than have any 
other feature of the Royal and 
| Ancient Game. Rules governing | 
play ina hazard have been ruthiess- | 
ly drawn to the attention of almost |! 
every beginner and he has found to | 
his sorrow that di sobedience of the 
“thou shalt nots” is costly. 

In its amendments to the Rules of 
Golf effective this year, the Rules 
of Golf committee has forestalled 
many arguments by amending the 
definition of a hazard and deleting | 
from the list thereof the words} 
“bush” and “path.” It has also de- 
fined a bunker and has placed upon | 
the authorities in charge of every 
course the onus of defining accur- | 
ately the limits of all hazards. 

The committee now permits the 
moving of a ball in a hazard, under 
certain circumstances but apart 
from the existence of one condition 
moving | 
of anything in the hazard before 
the player has made his stroke. 


Removal of the words “bush” and | 
“path” will avert many an argu- |} 
;ment as to the grounding of a} 


player's club, There were sticklers 
for propriety who argued against 
grounding clubs in playing from 
clumps of trees because, they said, 
these trees constituted “bush” with- 
in the meaning of the definition. 


The new definition is: “A hazard 
is any bunker, water (except casual 
water), ditch, sand or road.” The 


club, of course, may not be ground- 
ed in playing a ball from any of 
these locations. 

A bunker is defined as: “That 
part of a depression in the ground 
where the soil is exposed and 
sometimes covered with sand. Grass 
in a bunker is not part of the 
hazard unless so defined by local 
rules.” Therefore, unless local rules 
declare a patch of grass in the mid- 
dle of a sand trap to be part of the 
bunker, a player may ground his 
club in playing a ball from that 
grass patch. 

An important addition to the 
hazards rule states: “It is the duty 
of the authorities in charge of the 
course accurately to define the ex- 
tent of the hazards.” 

This latter declaration, while ad- 
ding to the duties of the green com- 
mittees, will remove any doubt 
from the mind of the _ player. 
Ruling in the past have declared 
that grass side walls leading to the 
bunker are not part of the bunker 
and that the club might be ground- 
ed in playing from them, 

The amended bunker rule also 
permits moving the ball in a hazard | 
“if fixed steps or planks in the 
hazard interfere with the player's 


stroke.” He may lift and replace 
his ball, as near as _ possible 10 | 
where it lay, in a similar lie and | 
position. The other exceptions to | 


touching or moving anything in the} 
hazard before playing the stroke! 
}are unchanged, 

A Montreal golfer learned of this 
rule to his sorrow when, before 
playing his ball which lay in a 
hazard, he picked up a fifty cent 
piece which had been “lost” in the 
sand by his opponent. Picking up 
the coin lost him the hole under 
Rule 25. His opponent pocketed a 
dollar to reimburse him for the 
half-dollar which golfer number 
one could not resist picking up be- 
fore playing his stroke, 

The penalties for breach of the 
rules governing play in a hazard 
are: match play, loss of the hole; | 
medal play, two strokes.
